Upon arrival of the reporting agent to Washington C. , on Wovehber 2o, I 9 S 3 , arrange- 
ments ' were made to transcribe the /tape recording/cf the questions and answers during 
the questioning of te rrlra O swald ’’"oy SasTSHker and Howard which was translated by 
Puss i an Interoreter. Mr. Gregory. The translation was faultless without deviation . and - 
at no tine was there any indication that Mr. Gregory was translating otherwise. It 
also OF. '. eared that Mr. Gregory had a ccnplete confidence of Marina. Oswald and she was 
answering to the best of her ability. 

On Ho verb er 26, 1963 , as instructed by Chief, the reporting agent and SA Max Phillips . 
of the ?H3 proceeded to Dallas, Texas, for the purpose of personal interview with 
Marina Oswald and to be of any assistance to the Dallas office. Upon arrival to the 
Dallas office, the agents were advised by Inspector Ton Kelley that the F3I agents would 
like to use the resorting agent as interpreter for their proposed interview with Marina 
Oswald the sane day. Inspector Kelley was advised that the reporting agent was not a 
finished interpreter to be used by the FBI for any official interrogation, as used by 
the State Department or for the Court purposed, however, the reporting agent was will- 
in'* to assist the PEI no the best of his ability.
